For the 1949-1950 
season we supplied potted plants to 137 nurseries, many of them having increased their 
orders each succeeding year. 


Last season we were sold out of most items in one month after our wholesale catalogue 
was mailed out. This year we expect to be sold out of Pelargoniums and other items in less 
than one month after this catalogue reaches you. Since our production is limited by the 
lack of still more facilities, we urge you to order as soon as possible after you receive this 
catalogue.

It costs us more in time, materials and space to 
raise and ship 2!/)" stock, but it pays. When they reach you, our 2)/." pot plants are ready 
for 4" or larger pots. They are stronger, better grown plants that come along faster and sell 
earlier. 


Our fuchsia plants are clean. No cyclamen mites, two-spotted mites, red spiders, white 
flies, mealy bugs or other bugs on the stock we ship. We use the latest specific insecticides, 
properly applied. This refers not only to fuchsias, but to other plants listed here—all from 
2," pots and all clean stock. 


Most of the plants we raise are grown for regular yearly repeat orders from well known 
nurseries on the coast. If you want to see why, we suggest you mail us a trial order. Just 
a small order—the minimum $5.00 worth. Chances are good that you will order again THIS 
season. 


1951 INTRODUCTIONS 


BY HODGES, SCHMIDT AND TIRET. 


Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Hodges of Pacific Grove have again appointed us as their 
exclusive wholesale grower and distributor and we are, of course, equally pleased to be 
able to offer the new fuchsias of Mr. Horace M. Tiret of San Francisco. 


Merle and Ray Hodges raise their new fuchsias in their famous Pacific Grove Fuchsia 
Gardens, from where the 1949 varieties Junior Miss, Oregon Trail, Puget Sound and the 1950 
introductions Blue Bonnet, Merle Hodges and Miss California originated. 


Horace Tiret is, of course, well known for his originations of former years, such as Rubeo, 
Santa Cruz, Jack Shahan, Yuletide, Bouffant and Moth Blue; not to forget his new ones of the 
1950 season we mention just two—Du Barry and Swingtime. 


Our own 1951 introduction “Carioca” joins the other varieties originated by Wm. E. 


Schmidt, namely Wood Violet, Inca Maiden and Gay Senorita, all three well known to 
gardens of the Pacific Coast. 


The new seedlings are listed alphabetically in order to make it easier to compare them 
by descriptions:

BEWITCHED (Tiret) Patent applied for—Double corolla dubonnet or deep violet purple, 
petals near-white at very base. Tube and outside of long, spreading, green-tipped sepals 
white, inside sepals flushed palest pink. Long white buds open into large flowers, pro- 
duced in abundance. Vigorous willowy grower with lush-green medium sized leaves. 
Excellent as a hanger where dramatic color contrast shows to best advantage. This will 
be a top seller. 


CARIOCA (Schmidt)—Single spreading corolla with petal edges notched; long green-tipped 
upturned sepals. Buds open with purplish shading to petals, but change to large flowers 
in color close to the variety “Display’’—almost self-rose shadings. Strong grower with 
medium sized leaves, free flowering. Best displayed as a hanger. Heat resistant. 
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ENCHANTED (Tiret) Patent applied for—Large double corolla campanula blue, near-white 
at base, outer petals overlaid with fuchsia pink, all petals edged with a pale lilac line. 
The many smaller outer petals are attached to the broad base of the rose-red sepals and 
so spread out horizontally, encircling the large pendant center petals. Good upright 
grower with deep green leathery leaves, freely producing very large flowers (in the cooler 
sections) of unique style. 


PERIWINKLE (Hodges)—Long single campanulate corolla medium shade of lavender blue, 
long recurved sepals pink. Strong willowy grower, deep green leaves. Beautifully shaped 
flowers shown on long-branching hanger at Mr. and Mrs. Hodges’ famous fuchsia garden 
in Pacific Grove. For a cool location. 


PURPLE SAGE (Hodges)—Single saucer-shaped deep purple corolla opens perfectly flat as 
the medium sized flowers mature, displaying extra long red stamens and pistil. Recurved 
deep red sepals. Medium grower with many thin purplish branches and medium sized very 
dark leaves. Blooms freely and stands up well here in warm Palo Alto. Shown as a hanger 
in Pacific Grove. 


SOUTH PACIFIC (Hodges)—Like a tropical flower with its saucer-shaped single white corolla 
and broad upturned crimson sepals. As the flower matures the four pink-veined large 
round white petals open perfectly flat, displaying extra long pink stamens and pistil. 
Upright bushy grower with good yellowish-green foliage and lots of these exotic looking 
flowers. Something different for your trade. 


STREAMLINER (Tiret) Patent applied for—Everything about this great fuchsia is streamlined 
—the long slender buds, long thin tube, long semi-double corolla, extra long twisted and 
curved sepals, and even the strong growth streamlines directly down from the hanging 
pot. Similar in coloring to “Red Spider,’’ but deeper colored in both corolla and sepals, 
Streamliner loves the warmer climate and here in Palo Alto produces sheets of large, 
showy flowers. 


WILLIAM BRAAS (Tiret)—Double corolla rose madder; upturned sepals white, flushed 
palest pink. A real hanger of good growth and foliage, may be best described as a large, 
darker and fully double “Cascade.” 


Please note that we cannot accept your order for any of above described non-patented 
1951 Fuchsia Introductions unless your order is accompanied by a signed Propagating Agree- 
ment. For your convenience a copy of it, printed on yellow paper, has been inserted in this 
catalogue.

Sport of 
Uncle Jules with large double orchid laven- 
der corolla and red upturned sepals. More 
willowy in growth than Uncle Jules and 
excellent as a hanger. Will be a big

BERNADETTE — 1950 introduction — Double 
corolla deep blue, sepals pale rose to red. 
Upright bushy grower with medium sized 
flowers in a beautiful deep blue tone. 20c. 


BEWITCHED, described on page 3. 


CALIFORNIA—Single orange, coral pink se- 
pals. Tall, stands sunnier location. 


CAMEO—1950 introduction. Double corolla 
pale pink, upturned sepals pale pink on 
outside, medium pink on inside. Upright 
grower with small foliage and many me- 
dium sized “all pink” flowers. 20c. 


CHANG—Single brilliant orange, flesh se- 
pals flushed red. Strong upright grower, 
free bloomer. Good seller. 17!/2c. 


CLAIR DE LUNE—Single orange-salmon co- 


rolla, long tube and short green tipped se- 
pals palest salmon. Luxurious foliage, 
likes the warmer climate. 171/9c. 


CLARION—Double corolla purplish rose-red, 
upturned sepals red. Bushy medium high 
grower, fine in warmer sections. 17!/c. 


COLUMBIA—Sport of America, identical in 
growth and flower except that in Columbia 
the outside of the sepals is just slightly 
flushed pink, the long tube is white. With 
the red corolla this makes a beautiful 


contrast, very showy in a hanging basket.

COUNTESS OF ABERDEEN — Single waxy 
white to palest pink. Compact growing 
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and one of the most admired smaller 
fuchsias. 20c. 
CRINOLINE (Patented) 1950 introduction— 


Double corolla soft rose pink, tube and se- 
pals waxy white. Tall upright grower with 
small thick leaves, free blooming. Fine 
large double flowers stand our warmer 
climate quite well. Under license with the 
patentee we grow our own plants of Crino- 
line. 35c. (Minimum retail price for 1951 is 
$1.00 each). 


DISPLAY—Single pink, saucer-shaped corol- 
la. Medium bushy growth, very free 
blooming. Top garden fuchsia. 


DON PERALTA — 1950 introduction. Very 
large flower, varies from single to double, 
usually semi-double corolla, with a long 
tube and long spreading sepals. Coloring 
much like the variety Anna. However, Don 
Peralta is a vigorous grower and an excel- 
lent upright growing fuchsia, specially for 
the warmer sections—it has done very well 
with us in warm Palo Alto. Blooms early. 
20c. 


DR. JULES WELCH—Double blue-violet, out- 
er petals all pink or marbled; short, broad 
sepals deep pink. Vigorous, medium high, 
bushy grower with good sized flowers. 
Stands considerable heat, even sun, in 
warmer sections. 17'/c. 


DU BARRY (Patented)—1950 introduction. 
Double corolla changes from purple to 
fuchsin, with smaller outside petals either 
entirely flesh pink, or heavily marbled with 
that color. Tube and broad, reflexed, se- 
pals softest pink. Strong upright grower 
with leathery leaves and large flowers of 
distinct coloring. 35c. (Minimum retail 
price for 1951 is $1.00 each.)

ELKHORN—Large double orchid pink, 
veined rose, petals scalloped. Upturned 
sepals crimson. Strong upright grower.

ESTRELLITA—A new single white, lightest 
pink veining at base of petals. Medium 
sized flowers feature a long, tight corolla 
and long pink sepals that curve up beauti- 
fully. Good pot plant of moderate growth 
and plenty of flowers—does well in warm- 
er sections. 171/,c. 


FASCINATION—Large double pink, deep 
pink sepals. One of the finest in cooler cli- 
mate. 


FLIRTATION—Double delicate orchid, light 
pink sepals. Medium strong growth, flori- 
ferous. Very fine in the cool coastal sec- 
tions. 17)/2c. 


FLYING CLOUD (Patented)—Semi double to 
double white, slight pink flush at base of 
petals, tube and long spreading sepals 
white, tipped green. Good grower, even 
outside the fog belt, but needs a cool loca- 
tion. Easily flowered in pots—a good sell- 
er. Under license with the patentee we 
grow our own plants of Flying Cloud. 35ce. 
(Minimum retail price for 1951 is $1.00 
each.) 


GAY SENORITA (Schmidt)—Single bell- 
shaped corolla lilac flushed rose, long se- 
pals rose red. Large flower, very free flow- 
ering. Popular variety. 


G. MONK—Double blue, sepals rose. 
and bushy. 


GYPSY QUEEN—Double rosy mauve, sepals 
deep red. Upright grower with enormous 
flowers. Can't be surpassed—tops every- 
where. 


HERON—Single blue-purple, broad sepals 
deep red. Strong upright grower, large 
flowers freely produced. The best in this 
class. 


HOLLYDALE—Double cattleya orchid, rosy 
sepals. Bushy grower, free blooming. One 
of the very best, specially for pots. 


HONEYMOON—Double spreading corolla 
beautiful deep blue, red sepals. Large, 
free blooming. One of the top sellers. 
17}/2c. 


JACK SHAHAN—Single, entire flower shades 
of light rose bengal. Strong willowy grow- 
er, large flower. Quite heat-tolerant. 17!/2c. 


JOAN OF ARC—Double white. Taller, looser 
growth, and flower considered finer than 
Ave Maria. For the cool climate. 17!/2c. 


LA BIANCA (Patented)—1950 introduction. 
Single corolla white, short tube and long 
upturned sepals white, tipped green. Me- 
dium strong growth, deep green foliage, 
even good in a hanging basket. Medium 
sized, well shaped flowers freely produced 
and are quite heat tolerant and, in fact, do 
better in the warmer sections than in the 
fog belt where the flowers may have a 
pink flush on the tube and base of sepals.

Strong 
bushy growth, free flowering. One of the 
most striking and popular. 


MAXINE ELIZABETH—1950 introduction—Sin- 
gle bell-shaped corolla near-white at very 
base, deepening to rose red toward orange- 
flushed petal edges. Thick waxy tube; 
broad and long, upturned, sepals of heavy 
substance, flushed pink on outside, salmon 
pink on inside. Willowy upright grower 
with masses of large flowers. Showy, 
glowing color—stands full sun in the fog 
belt and is heat-tolerant in warmer sec- 
tions. Blooms early. 20c. 


MELODY—Beautiful single pale rosy lilac, 
upturned sepals palest rose. Strong branch- 
ing growth, large flowers, free blooming. 
Tops in any climate. 


MOTH BLUE—Double corolla a beautiful 
shade of deep lilac blue, short tube and 
long, broad, upturned sepals deep red— 
inside of sepals of crepe texture. Plant of 
medium vigor and spreading habit; beau- 
tiful as a hanging basket variety. Very 
large well-shaped flowers produced in suc- 
cession, even in the “hot country.” 17!/ec. 


MRS. W. P. WOOD—A new hybrid imported 
from England by Victor Reiter, Jr. Similar 
in all respects to F. magellanica Molinae 
(macrostema alba) except the flowers are 
larger. Hardy, does well in the warm sec- 
tions, very free flowering.

NEW FASCINATION—Double spreading co- 
rolla soft pink, sepals red. Strong upright 
grower, large flowers. 


NEW HORIZON—1950 introduction. Double 
corolla pale hyacinth blue, sepals soft 
pink. Upright bushy grower, free bloom- 
ing. For the cool climate. 20c. 


OREGON TRAIL—Single hoop-skirt corolla 
opens to flat saucer-shape (best during 
cool months), light amparo-purple, veined 
rose red. Upturned sepals crimson. Mod- 
erate upright grower, early and very free 
blooming. 17}/2c. 


OTHERFELLOW-—Single, deepening from 
near-white at base to coral pink at petal 
edges; tube and short green-tipped sepals 
are waxy white. Strong upright grower, 
very free blooming. It's cute. 17]/2c. 


PAN AMERICA—Double palest pink, red se- 
pals. Tall, loose, grower, very large flow- 
ers. 


PATTY EVANS—Double white, sepals white, 
tinted soft rose or pink. Vigorous, large 
flowers, blooms freely. Absolutely tops 
everywhere.

PHENOMENAL—Double plum purple, sepals 
bright scarlet. Finest for garden display. 


PINK BALLOON—Double fluffy corolla white, 
sepals rose. Blooms freely, very large 
flowers. 


PINK QUARTET—A quartet of rolled center 
petals surrounded by spreading ones, all 
soft pink; broad upturned sepals deep 
pink. Strong upright grower, free bloom- 
ing. A good fuchsia, does well in the 
warmer sections. 17!/oc. 


PURPLE HEART—Double corolla with center 
petals violet purple, large outer petals 
fuchsia pink and some marbled with pur- 
ple; long, broad upturned red sepals. 
Strong upright grower with big buds and 
large flowers of strong color contrast. 20c. 


PURPLE SAGE, described on page 4. 


RADIANCE—Semi double corolla varies, tyr- 
ian rose to red, sepals pink. Masses of 
bloom—stands heat. 


REGAL—Resembles the variety Cardinal, but 
is a longer flower and a better all-red. Tall 
upright grower, good as a climber, heat- 
tolerant. 17!/2c. 


REITER’S GIANT — Double petunia purple, 
carmine sepals. Free flowering for such a 
very large flower. 


ROSEMARYE—Semi double corolla pale vio- 
let blue, upturned sepals flesh pink. Me- 
dium sized flowers in profusion. Good for 
pots. . 


ROSE OF DENMARK—Single lustrous rose 
pink, recurved sepals white. Medium sized 
flowers, blooms freely. One of the loveli- 
est. 20c. 


ROULETTE—1950 introduction. Double corol- 
la intense rose madder, sepals white, 
flushed pale rose near tips. Named for its 
multiple sepals. Willowy, heavy growth. 
For the cool climate. 20c. 


RUBEO—Double corolla rose to crimson and 
geranium lake, sepals pale carmine. Strong 
grower, large flowers, good color and sub- 
stance. This is one of the best of all 
fuchsias—tops in any climate. 17}/2c. 


SAN LEANDRO—Double, magenta to vermil- 
ion, tube and sepals carmine. Upright 
grower; large flowers don’t mind a little 
heat. This little known variety is one of 
the best big doubles. 17\/c. 





SCHILLER—Good old hardy single purple- 
blue, pink sepals. Stands considerable 
sun, seems to grow and bloom anywhere. 


SEA FOAM — Semi-double marbled purple 
and white, tinted rose. Tube and sepals 
white to pale rose. Small bush, medium- 
sized flowers—for shade. 17}/9c. 


SEQUOIA—A sport of Honeymoon, identical 
in habit, but the corolla is a silvery orchid- 
lilac. Very early and free blooming—this 
is a good one. 17}/ec. 


SEVENTEEN — Double corolla and long, 
thick sepals rose madder. Wonderful 
substance, clear rose shade, free bloom- 


ing. Victor Reiter’s masterpiece—one of 
the finest fuchsias ever introduced. Be 
sure to stock Seventeen in 1951— it sells 
itself. 17'/gc. 


SOUTH PACIFIC, described on page 4. 


SOUVENIR DE H. HENKEL—Short single 
orange-pink corolla, long tube and short 
sepals deep pink. Handsome reddish foli- 
age, flowers in clusters, stands sun. 17¥/c. 


STARGAZER—Single near-white to rosy pur- 
ple, sepals flesh pink. Masses of more or 
less upright flowers. Stands hot weather 
better than most fuchsias. 


SUMMER SKIES—Single corolla pale blue, 
broad upturned sepals rose pink. Medium 
grower, good foliage, free blooming. Me- 
dium sized, well formed flowers, best in 
this class. 171/2¢ each. 


SUNRAY—Leaves silvery white, green, cream 
and yellow, new leaves and stems of color- 
ful rosy hue. Beautiful foliage effect. 20c. 


SUNSET—Single flat corolla salmon shaded 
orange, sepals salmon. Strong bushy grow- 
er, distinct coloring. 


SUPER BRITISH—Single orange-crimson, 
tube and sepals waxy white. Willowy 
grower, free bloming, excellent color con- 
trast. One of the finest. Stands heat. 17'/,c. 


SUSAN—Double lilac blue, tube and sepals 
ivory and soft pink. Medium vigor, beauti- 
ful coloring. Very early bloomer, good pot 
plant. 17'/gc. 


SWEETHEART—Double corolla with center 
petals lavender blue; large outer petals 
fuchsia pink and some marbled with blue; 
long, broad, recurved pink sepals. Strong 
willowy grower (try in basket) with big 
buds and large flowers. Sweetheart is in 
the always popular soft colors. 20c. 


THE DOWAGER—Large double blue purple, 
broad upturned sepals rose red. Medium 
high, branching growth, free blooming. 
Very large in a cool climate. 17 '/c. 


TITANIC—Double deep purple, carmine at 
base, sepals red. Upright, free blooming 
for such a large flower. Highly recom- 


mended. 
TREASURE—Double, spreading corolla soft 
lilac blue, pink sepals. Upright bushy 


grower, free flowering. This is one of the 
very best—sells readily. 


TRIUMPHANT — Semi-double spreading co- 
rolla amethyst violet, sepals red. Tall, 
strong grower. Showy variety. 


UNCLE CHARLEY—Semi-double lilac laven- 
der, nicely reflexed sepals rose red. Strong 
grower, abundance of medium sized flow- 
ers. Heat-tolerant. 17}/,c. 


UNCLE JULES—Double violet blue, sepals 
crimson. Willowy growth. Giant double of 
fine “blue” coloring. Tops. 


VIENNA—1950 introduction. Double spread- 
ing corolla lilac blue, recurved sepals rose 


pink. Vigorous upright, branching grower 
with large flowers. 20c. 


WHITEMOST—Single white, sepals light 
pink. Strong grower, very free blooming. 
Easy to grow—one of the finest fuchsias. 


WHITE WONDER—Double corolla white, 
broad sepals crimson. Strong upright 
growth. A Gypsy Queen sport with very 
large flowers. Highly recommended. 


WINSTON CHURCHILL—Double magenta 
pink, shaded blue, sepals red. Medium 
bushy; good sized flowers, very free flow- 
ering.

ONE WAY TO PLANT A FUCHSIA BASKET 


The 12" white clay hanging-pot pictured here was planted the day before the photo 
was taken. 

First, broken crocks were placed over the drainage hole at the bottom of the pot, followed 
by a Yy"'-1" layer of coarse sand, pea gravel, or peat. Then the soil mixture, composed of 
one part good top soil, barely one part sharp sand and one part or more coarse leafmold. 
The prepared soil should be moist, not wet, and should be firmed down as the pot is filled. 
A heaping tablespoon of plant food such as Vigoro or Gaviota is spread over and mixed 
into the top two or three inches of soil in the pot. 


Three strong trailing fuchsias from 2!/)"’ pots—pinched back some weeks before to make 
them branch out—are then placed and planted as pictured above. A thorough watering fin- 
ishes the planting job. Hang in a cool, part-shaded place, keep moist and feed regularly 
(from a week to a month between applications, depending on the type fertilizer used). Don't 
place in deep shade. Fuchsias must have all the light they can get and a few sunny hours 
a day in order to bloom well. Protect them from wind and mid-day sun—they love early 
morning or late afternoon sun. Pinch back long-growing shoots once or twice more and 
keep plants free of bugs. 

For photogenic reasons a white clay pot was used in this case, but of course other types 
of containers may be used. Best of all are wooden hanging boxes of various shapes and sizes. 


Ivy Geraniums (see page 14) may be planted somewhat the same way, but need a 
heavier soil mixture, and not as much extra feeding. Ivy Geraniums in hanging baskets 
thrive in a warmer, sunnier location than the cool, more shaded spot fuchsias like.

As was the case when roses and other plants were first patented, a good many 
nurserymen were “dead set agin it’ when the first fuchsias were patented. 


Most nurserymen know now that the sure money and best protection against 
chiseling is to be found in a patented variety. The modern nurseryman is glad to 
see good varieties patented, as that protects him in all stages of marketing a plant 
and assures a reasonable established profit. We are sure that only the few nursery- 
men who do not understand how the patent works in their favor are still against it. 


In the case of fuchsias it is very simple. Take as an example the variety ‘Flying 
Cloud,” introduced in 1949 by Victor Reiter, Jr. Plants were available from him 
during 1949 at 35c each wholesale, to sell at $1.00 each retail. The next year, 1950, 
many nurseries in the West propagated their own stock of ‘Flying Cloud” and 
merely purchased the patent labels at 10c each from Mr. Reiter. The nurseryman 
could then sell his own propagated stock at wholesale for 35c each, or at retail at 
$1.00 each, provided each individual plant he sold had on one of the patent labels 
purchased from Victor Reiter, Jr. This continues on, with the originator setting the 
price per label, the wholesale price and the retail price for each succeeding year, 
during the life of the patent. 


This, then, works the same way with the two patented varieties we handled in 
1950 for the originator, Horace M. Tiret. You may propagate these two patented 
varieties, Du Barry and La Bianca, in 1951 and sell your own plants at 35c each 
wholesale to other nurseries and $1.00 each retail, provided each plant has one of 
the patent Jabels which you buy from Mr. Tiret. However, in order to avoid confu- 
sion and to facilitate sales, we will have the labels for sale for the originator, Mr. 
Tiret. You do not have to order plants of any kind from us in order to buy the 
patent labels. Just mail in your order for so many Du Barry and/or so many La 
Bianca, at 10c each. The labels will be delivered after January 1, 1951.
